Washing the Face 
There are some whu object 
to washing the face often, es- 
pecially with soap, thinking 
this is an injury to the com- 
plexion. But those who have 
made a speciality of akin 
diseases say no part of the 
body nettle soap so much ; 
that the face being constantly 
exposed to the duet, collects 
so much, it is not enough to 
wash it in clear water. They 
say if soap makes the face 
shiny, as so- many claim, it 
only shows that it is the more 
needed, and that the work of 
drying after the bath has not 
been properly performed. 
The lace however, should not 
be wot. immediately before or 
after going out. Its most 
thorough ablution should be 
performed at night, before 
going to bed, and the follow- 
ing methods bould be observed 
in the process: Fill a basin 
with soft warm water, lather a 
medium-sized sponge with 
good soap, and wash the face 
carefully. Then take fresh 
water, without soap, and wash 
again with the hands, and rub 
thoroughly with a Turkish or 
crash towel till the face is dry 
and tingling. This will do 
much toward improving and 
preserving the complexion ; 
and the little vexatious black 
spots called "flesh worms will 
usually disappear alter a time, 
if it ia persevered in.

Studying Gophers. 
There are many important 
matters which turn upon lit- 
tle things, and those who 
have eyes to see little things 


will frequently be able to set- 
tle and decide questions of 
the greatest importance. 

When Abraham Lincoln 
was a young lawyer he was 
employed in a case in which 
the question at issue concern- 
ed tbe boundary of a piece of 
land on a prairie. As there 
were no trees or stones on the 
prairie, the surveyors used to 
fix the corners of lota by 
shoveling up heaps of earth ; 
but the gophers, or prairie 
squirrels, also threw up little 
heaps of earth over their 
houBes, and so in this case 
the question was whether the 
mound had been heaped up 
by the surveyors or the goph- 
er. 

Abraham Lincoln endeav- 
ored to go to the bottom of 
the matter, and sent to New 
York and got books on natu- 
ral history, and studied up the 
habits of the prairie squirrel ; 
and when the trial came he 
went into court and told the 
judge and jury the difference 
between the surveyor's mound 
and the gopher's. The goph- 
er, careful of the comfort of 
his little family, used to beat 
down the icof of his house 
firmly, and make it slope to a 
point in the middle, so that 
the rain would run off. The 
surveyor had no such anxiety, 
and so would leave hia mound 
flat, or irregular on the top. 
This little difference of course 
had a very important bearing 
on the case in hand. 

When the trial was over, 
the judge, Stephen A. Doug- 
lass, went to Lincoln's office 
and found him with his books 
still studying the habit of the 
gopher. They spent the 
evening together over the
